The result of this conflict will probably give 
new interest to all thoae schemes for providint 
such meant of attack and defence.

If such 
were the conttquencaa of employing one vend 
effectively managed, what would ba the work of 
a whole Beet of similar enemies? Where two 
rettele of equal ttrength shall come into direct 
celliaLon, their fate tnay be determined in a 
moment by tome of those accident* which give 
an AccalerAted pace, or more directness to an 
attack. There would, of course, be little scope 
for thai kind of valour which baa hitherto dis- 
tinguished naval engagements, when man have 
stood to their guns and fought for hours 
together with all the chances tad vicissitudes of 
a long warfare. A single mind will direct the 
oonrte with the e kill of the mgineer, and the 
workers, under the rover of these tremendous 
b*Ueri*s, will wait with awful auapenaa fur 
the teault of that anock which may in 
a moment precipitate them to the depths 
below. Of bow Little value will be tbe 
usual reetela of war Ln apposition to 
such form id able adversaries. The wooden 
walla of Old Bogland will no longtr be har 
assurance. Hut it is furtunate that, while her 
foreate of oak are being eihansted and the 
security they afford decreasing, her mine*, of 
iron are inexhaustible, and In engineering and 
manufacturing power tht exceeds til natiuns. 

It it dear thai such nettle of war mutt have 
great advantage in the defence of a port ; and 
it is to the interest of mankind that the power 
of defence should be vastly In advance 
of the power of aggression. Hitherto 
It W Wan —pT— -a. ah. pflU y ear . 
Btate to carry war inns an enemy's country : 
and tha attacking party his commonly 
bad the advantage of being able to advance or 
retreat at pleasure — to cbuott their own lime 
of tction ; but if vessels, such as the Merrimtc, 
become the great agents in war, they may be 
multiplied indefinitely along the coasts, and 
such formidable powers would offer an effective 
resistance to any foreign aggression. 

The fads of this engasemrnt are important in 
their bearing upon colonial defences, Wa see 
by what means we may beat protect ounelvea 
against the aggression of foreign enemies, who 
meat come long distances before they 
reach us, and whom, a few such tes- 
tela, at moderate cost — considering their 
durability and power— would be able to take or 
destroy. We of Australia can never contem- 
plate foreign war at our vocation. All that 
we can ask it to be permitted to dwell in peace.

An Act was passed is the last session of the 
British Paruaaent which effected en important 
innovation in the mode of voting for the mem- 
ben to represent the Univeraiuee. The Uni- 
versities are peculiar nntituencie*. The 
electors are scattered all over tht country, yet It 
used to be naceitaxy for all voters to come In 
person to the university town and there record 
their to tea. At many whore names were on 
the roll were clergymen and professional men, 
tied (o a daily round of duties from which they 
could sot conveniently escape, the eoneequeace 
was that tha gathering or electora was only 
partial, and the votei of the whole constituency 
were not taken. Te remedy [hit, personal at- 
tendance i» tendered no longer necessary. The 
resident in the remotest hamlet need not stir 
from hit parish, All that he has to do it to 
sign his voting ptper In the presence of a mi- 
giatrate to whom he is personally known, tad 
to transmit it to some collector, who will be 
present, and who will band in his vote by 
proxy. Thit is a very near appioach to a *>•»- 
urn of toting through the Foet Office. 

Mr. Hahe, whose scheme for improving

But if 
fn.ni any cause the voting ia only partial, then 
the result of the poll cannot be relied upon aa e 
true representation. It may, perhaps, be true, 
but there it no guarantee for it. 

Mr. 1U up insists with great ear Dr. to ess on 
the principle that representation lu be real and 
thorough— to avoid being a sham or a tyrannt 
muit be made aa complete aa possible. Every, 
body who ia entitled tn rote must hare an induce- 
ment to go to the poll— must be allowed tu feel 
that hie vote will tell, and that unless 
to vote only for out-of-the-way hope 
datea. hie voting paper cannot be thrown 
away. 

Voder the preaenl system it Is notorioua that 
voting u not tomplete. In every constittienoy 
there it a majority and a minority, which are 
generally pretty wall determined. The mLnoritr, 
in such eaten, often abstain to a 
large client from voting at all. It it only 
labour in tain for them to go to the poll, 
They know titty ire beaten, hupelesaly beaten, 
and they have an unpletant feeling that Ibey 
are unrepresented. The majorities that appear 
on lhe list are greater than the resl facts of Ilia 
case would warrant, and to that extent 
the otrkial records art a deception. 
It is to meet this difficulty that 
Mr. If a Hi: proposes to tllow voters 
in search ol a resl repreeentalite to travel out 
oT the limits of their proper constituency. 
Instead of not voting it all, or throwing away 
their rotes on a candidate who has do chance, 
l&ey may record them in favour of a candidate 
somewhere else. By this means scattered 
groups of minorities may combine and practi- 
cally form themselves into a constituency, and 
return a man in, whom ibey have confidence. 
In that case, they would feel an interest in the 
election, and give their votes with as much 
hopeful enthusiasm as is now done by con- 
fident majorities, ud would no longer 
suffer the seme of being aa bopeletaly 
outside the pile of the Constitution 
ea if they were actually diafrincrused.

illustration of bow much more ready persons 
are to condemn anything against which they are 
prejudiced than thev are to take tha trouble to 
understand it. The nry peculiarity of Mr. 
H'U'i scheme is that it is an approximation to 
exact accuracy of representation. Minorities 
can only get represented exactly to the extent 
10 * bull they are minorities. Dyne possibility 
can thcr be transmuted into majorities. Under 
the present system of electoral districts, which 
muat always be more or less unequal, it ia possible 
for minorities to gel in undue representation, 
just aa it also postible for them to be defrauded 
of their fair share. But where these inequalities 
of electorates ire practical!}' neutralised by a 
natural and ulr-acting mode of grouping 
together those who thought tod ruled alike— 
where the toting it at complete aa postible—
